A look at 2017 crash data

73 crashes occur per day on our streets.
That's more than 26,000 crashes per year.

71 crashes resulted in 74 fatalities on our streets in 2017.
This is the 3@ consecutive increase in annual fatalities.

27 pedestrians and 4 bicyclist were killed on our streets.



In 2017, people walking and bicycling were involved in less
than 3% of all crashes but accounted for 44% of all traffic deaths
